WASHINGTON, July 28—Direc- 
tors of the American Society of 
Newspaper Editors, in a report 
today, praised the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch and the Chicago Daily 
News for their disclosure last 
April that 51 Illinois newspaper 
men, most of them publishers or 
editors, were on the state payroll 
during the administration of for- 
mer Gov. Dwight H. Green. 

The report, approved unanimous- 
ly by the 15 editors constituting 
the board, was based on an ex- 
haustive inquiry, including inter- 
views with nespaper men named 
in the expose, made last month 
by a special three-member com- 
“mittee of the society. 

Describing the effect of the 
stories as “wholesome,” the re- 
port added: “The disclosures 
should lead newspapers and 
newspaper men throughout the 
country. to examine their own 
practices as well as political prac- 
tices existing in their localities.”

KANSAS CITY, July 28—Charles 
Binaggio, representative of the 
Capone mob in this city who de- 
livered the vital downtown wards 
for Gov, Forrest Smith last No- 


vember, has called on members 
of the Kansas City Police Board 
here and ‘demanded that “changes” 
be made in the police department, 
the Post-Dispatch learned today. 

Rebuffed by two commissioners 
who failed to heed his expressed 
desire that “we want the commis- 
sioners to go along with us,” Bi- 
naggio recently renewed his de- 
mands on the board members 
through Henry McKissick, vet- 
eran Second Ward boss, and Eddie 
Spitz, former night club operator 
who has abandoned his club for 
full time duty as a Binaggio polit- 
ical lieutenant. Spitz is reputed 
in political circles here to have 
been entrusted with the compila- 
tion of a list of Binaggio candi- 
dates for the police department. 

Binaggio Acts Quickly. 
Binaggio, the Post - Dispatch 
learned, lost no time in approach- 
ing the board members after Gov. 
Smith reorganized the ‘board last 
May by appointing J. L. (Tuck) 
Milligan, his Jackson county cam- 
paign manager, as president, and 
Sheridan Farrell, assistant man- 
ager of the Phillips Hotel here, 
also-a Bimaggio political ally, as, 
a beard member. The other mem- 
bers are Hampton S. Chambers 
and R. Robert Cohn. They were 
appointed by former Gov, Phil M. 
Donnelly. 

‘When a new governor goes in 
it is always customary to make 
changes in the police department,” 
Binaggio was quoted as saying to 


nothing done, referring to the in- 
terval since the mauguration of 
Gov. Smith. 

“There are a good many changes 
we want to make,” Binaggio was 
reported to have said, “and we 
want the commissioners to go 
along with us.” 

Demands New Police Chief. 

Binaggio, it was learned, de- 
manded that Chief of Police Henry 
W. Johnson be dismissed and re- 
placed by John Braun, a former 
police captain who resigned after 
demotion to the ranks and became 
a guard at an automobile assem- 
bly plant. So much protest arose 
when rumors spread that Braun 
was slated for the job that no 
action was taken by the board 
toward getting a successor for 
Johnson, a traffic specialist and 
regarded here generally as a Ca- 
pable chief. 

McKissick and Spitz attempted 
to influence some members of the 
police board about two weeks ago. 
They proposed that Capt. Lester 
W. Kircher, in command of the 
downtown First District, who has 
frequently raided gambling games 
and other enterprises. conducted 
by Binaggio assgciates, be trans- 
ferred to the Country Club resi- 
dential district. 

When the board members they 
approached failed to prove recep- 
tive to the suggestion that Capt. 
Kircher be sent to “the sticks,” 
the Binaggio emissaries failed to 
suggest a replacement. They con- 
tended themselves with observing 
that they would “like to get a 
good man in.” 

Assessor 3 Pressure. 

Political pressure has also been 
exerted, the Post-Dispatch learned, 
by George R. Clark, Jackson 
county assessor, a member of the 
Binnagio-dominated political coali- 
tion which wrested control of the 
deliverable downtown wards from 
James. M. Pendergast, nephew of 
“Boss Tom.” Pendergast had 
backed former Collector of Inter- 
nal Revenue Dan M. Nee for the 
Democratic gubernatorial nomina- 
tion at last August’s primary.

MAKE ‘CHANGES’ HOUR N DISPUTE

NEW YORK, July 28 (AP) — 

President Philip Murray of the 

CIO Steel Workers announced to- 

day his union wants a package in- 

crease of 30 cents per hour in 


its current dispute with the steel 
companies, including. a fourth- 


round wage increase of 12% cents. 


Murray disclosed the demands 
at the opening session. of the 


Presideht Truman to avert a 
strike in the dispute. 

The demands include 11.23 cents 
per hour for pensions and 6. 27 
cents per hour for social in- 
surance. 

“The union is not afraid to have 
its side of the dispute examined 
in the public interest,.“ Murray 
told N. board. 
tes Steel Profits. 

“The * — on the other 
hand has been desperately 
anxious to conceal the economic 
facts from impartial utiny. 

“The industry is amassing 
profits at the staggering rate ap- 


,| proximating one billion dollars an- 


nually, after all taxes. This is a 
record high never approached be- 
fore, | even in the boom year of 
1929.” 


The union says that the current 
average basic wage rate of steel 
workers is $1.65 per hour. In the 
previous three rounds of postwar 
wage increaBes, the union got 
18% cents in 1946, 15 cents in 
1947, and 13 cents in 1948. The 
figures for the last two years in- 
clude some fringe benefits. 

The pension plan proposed by 
Murray would provide payment 
of $125 a month to employes re- 
tiring at 65. 

The social insurance benefits 
asked by the union include group 
life insurance amounting to one 
year’s pay each worker; 4 
$1250 death nefit policy; sick 
‘and accident benefits of $31.50 a 
week; hospitalization covering the 
workers and their families; and 
benefits covering cost of surgieal 
operations for employes and their 
families. 

-To Hear Pension Evidence. 

As the hearing opened the three- 
man fact-finding board ruled that 
it would consider evidence on pen- 
sions for steel workers along with 
the two other issues at stake. 

The companies, led by United 
States Steel, had proposed that 
the board hear evidence and then 
decide first whether the pension 
issue was a ‘proper matter for 
consideration. 

It is the companies’ contention 
that the reopening clause in their 
contracts with the union, under 
which negotiations are being con- 
ducted this year, does not permit 
pensions to be brought up. The 
companies agree that the other 
two issues involved, a wage in- 
crease and social insurance, are 
covered in the reopening clause. 

Prof. Carroll R. Daugherty, 
chairman of the presidential 
board, made clear that the panel 
was not ruling on whether pen-. 
sions are a bargainable issue. 

He said the board’s report to 
Truman would make a finding on 
this issue but that no recom- 
mendation would be made on the 
merits of pensions if the board 
finds that this issue cannot be 
raised by the union at this time. 

The fact-finding board, set up 
by President Truman to head off | a 
a threatened strike July 16, will 
hear evidence for 16 days. 

The board must make its recom- 
mendations to Truman at least 15 
days before the union’s new strike 
deadline of Sept. 16. That means 
the parties will have a minimum 
of 15 days to get together on an 
agreement after the recommenda- 
tions are in. 

Recommendations of the board 
are not binding but they have be- 
hind them the weight of the presi- 
dential request for the inqu 
and public opinion.

WASHINGTON. July 28 (AP)— 
Secretary of State Dean Acheson 


told Congress today the United 


States should begin promptly to 
help rearm western Eyrope, de- 
cause “the possibilities of direct 
military aggression” by huge Rus- 
sian forces cannot be ignored. : 

Leading off the Administration’s 
drive for congressional approval 
of a $1,450,000,000 arms aid pro- 
gram, Acheson pictured western 
European countries as living under 
the shadow and constant fear of 
Russian armies which are the 
greatest the world has known in 
peacetime.

He also suggested that Russia is 
approaching a crossroads in its 
policies toward the West where it 
may have to choose whether to 
continue trying conquest by politi- 
}eal means or to resort to „military 
means.“ 

Acheson appeared before the 
House Foreign Affairs Committee 
to make his plea for the arms 
program, already under attack by 
influential Congress members. 

The setting was a small room in 
the Capitol basement where the 
committee had been forced to 
move because of repairs to the 
Capitol.

The secretary first read a long,. 
prepared statement. Then each 
committee member got five min- 
utes for questions. 

Acheson said “the mere pres- 
ence” of the large Russian forces 
“has had a psychological effect 
that has been damaging to recov- 
ery and stability, and has been a 
major influence in the loss of free- 
dom and self determination in im- 
portant areas of Europe. 

“Nor can the possibilities of di- 
rect military aggression be - 
nored,” he said. “When political 
aggression fails, as it has failed 
so far in western Europe, totali- 
tarian regimes are often tempted 
to gain their objectives by military 
means, particularly when they 
consider that no effective re- 
sistance is possible. by 
Warning to Aggressors. 

“It is our aim to forestall that 
possibility by making it clear that 
military aggression against the 
nations of western Europe can be 
undertaken only at great cost and 
with no assurance of success.”

Twice in our lifetime threats to 
the security of the United States 
have arisen and have been al- 
lowed to develop unchecked until 
we found ourselves fighting for 
our existence as a free people. 
Neither time did we act with suf- 
ficint foresight and vigor either 
to dissipate the threat or ade- 
quately prepare ourselves to meet 
it. We are determined henceforth 
to profit from these tragic experi- 
énces and to eliminate or neutral- 
ize any new threat to our security 
before it gets out of hand.

As we well know, the Unit- 
ed Nations has not been able to 
function as it was intended be- 
cause of the obstruction of a small 
minority of the members, But 
this does not invalidate the prin- 
ciple of collective action.

Restoration of their belief in 
their own capacity to resist will 
release new energy for the re- 
covery effort and stiffen the de- 
termination to fight back if 
attacked. It is in our interest, as 
well as western Europe's to 
achieve these effects. They will 
be promoted by the military as- 
sistance program. 

The legislation presented for 
your consideration would author- 
ize the President, on request, to 
furnish military assistance to na- 
tions which have joined with the 
United States in collective region- 
al arrangements based on prin- 
ciples of self-help and mutual aid, 
and to other nations whose in- 
creased ability to defend them- 
selves against aggression is im- 
portant to our national interest.

We are bound with our 
American republic friends and 
neighbors in the Rio pact of mu- 
tual assistance. Under this pro- 
gram we intend to help them in 
procuring equipment. Equipment 
will be made available to them on 
a cash reimbursement basis in 
accordance with a provision of the 
proposed legislation especially de- 
signed to help meet the procure- 
ment problems of the American 
republics and certain other friend- 
ly countries. 

In order to enable these coun- 
tries to utilize the procurement 
facilities of the military services 
without the necessity of immobil- 
izing their scarce dollars from the 
time of placing an order for equip- 
ment to the time of delivery, the 
legislation would authorize the 
President to enter into contracts 
of such equipment upon a firm 
undertaking that the recipient na- 
tion will make reimbursement be- 
fore delivery.

Nations Charter. The United Na- 
tions is developing plans for the 
regulation and reduction of con- 
ventional armaments and ‘armed 
forces. It is clear, however, that 
agreement to put armaments reg- 
ulation into effect cannot be real- 
ized in the absence of interna- 
tional confidence and mutual 
trust. Until such an agreement 
is a reality, the free nations have 
no other recourse than to 
strengthen their own defenses 
against the threat of the far 
larger forces maintained by the 
Soviet Union.

Counsel of Despair. 

It is contended by some that, 
in any event, there is no way to 
create a defense which would pro-. 
tect western Europe from inva- 
sion once such an invasion had 
‘been launched. This is the counsel 
of despair. It is like arguing that 
because Durglars can break into 
houses we should not put locks on 
our doors. We do not believe that 
to discourage military aggression 
t is neces to create western 
European defensive forces which 
are by virtue of their size capable 
of successfully resisting an all-out 
attack. What is required is rather 
Sufficient strength to make it im- 
possible for an aggressor to 
achieve a quick and easy victory. 
The dictators of recent times have 
become involved in war when, in 
their belief, their intended vic- 
tims would fall easy prey without 
substantial risk to themselves. 
The strengthening of the defenses 
of western Eurepe is designed to 
prevent a repetition of the tragic 
consequences of such dangerous 
self-deception. 


I wish to be emphatic about 
these points I have summarized. 
Let me restate the. situation even 
more bluntly. The North Atlantic 
treaty provides for concerted ac- 
tion in defense of an area. which 
is absolutely vital to our security 
interest.

BUYING WAVE HALTS: 


Small Investors; Hints of 
Government Influence 
Curb 4-Day Drop. 


LONDON, July 28 (AP)—Hints 
of government influence and a 
stream of money from small in- 
vestors halted a four-day plunge 
of British Government bond prices 
today. 

Most securities dropped to their 
lowest level in a decade when the 
London Stock Exchange opened in 
a wild flurry of trading. How- 
ever at the close of business, most 
securities showed only fractional 
losses and some of them were 
level with yesterday’s 
prices. 

The day’s rally started at mid- 
morning when investors moved in 
to look for bargains for small in- 
vestments at the new low prices. 
At noon, a top-hatted government 
broker appeared and shares in 
government bonds showed signs 
of life. 

There was no way of knowing 
whether the government broker 
bought for the government or for 
private investors, but his appear- 
ance in the exchange had a steady- 
ing effect.. Most dealers took it to 
mean the Labor Government was 
pouring in money to stop the drop 
in securities prices. 

The drop in securities began 
early in the week. Brokers said 
it was caused by a mass move to 
convert paper assets into cash, 
and blamed it on the dollar crisis. 
Others said the drop in prices 
was based on new threats of labor 
trouble, particularly in the state- 
owned coal mines and railroads.

14 Another member says: “I 
would have no hesitancy in re- 
porting that of the 10 cases I 
looked into, six apparently did no 
useful work, two did little and two 
appeared legitimate.” 
15. Another states: “The prac- 
tice of accepting public pay for 
the services of the party reflects 
the prevailing state of political 
morals in Illinois, rather than any 
wholesale degradation or corrup- 
tion of the press, as such. The 
practice cannot be too strongly 
condemned both from a_ public 
and a newspaper standpoint, but 
it can best be interpreted in the 
light of the background of the 
general practice in the state.” 

Union Men on ‘Gravy Train.’ 

With reference to the mention 
in point 13 of union officers on 
the state payroll, the Post-Dispatch 
disclosed June 10 that at least 19 
officers and business agents of 
Illinois labor unions were put on 
the state payroll during the Green 
administration, collecting $124,793 
in pay. Like the newspaper men,

Is Considering Another Like It.

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MANCHESTER. 


HE major showplace of this old city is a vast city planning 
project known as Wythenshawe, which lies 10 miles south of 
Wythenshawe is a tract of some 6000 


acres, grouped around Tatton Hall, an English manor house dating 


from the fourteenth century. 


On these farm lands has arisen a community of 48,000 persons, 
When completed, Wythenshawe will have a population of 84,000. It 


is designed to be a self-contained 


community, with its own govern- 


ment, civil and cultural centers, parks, playgrounds, shops and 


industries. ö 

Wythenshawe was started in the 
1930s;. it got new impetus after 
the Second World War, and some 
years must elapse before it is 
complete, The original inspiration 
to build an entirely new city from 
the ground up came from the 
heavy density of population in 
Manchester, aggravated by the 
cessation of housing during and 
after the First World War. Even 
if parts of Manchester proper 
were cleared, it would be impos- 
sible—if proper living standards 
are to be created—to put back all 
the people that have been dis- 


placed. 
Rural Opposition. 

The geography of Manchester 
is such that the only way it can 
grow is to the south, and it was 
there the city fathers looked for 
a place to expand. Wythenshawe 
seemed ideal, but there were com- 
plications. The most important of 
these complications was that 
while Manchester is in the county 
of Lancashire, Wythenshawe is in 
the county of Cheshire. Cheshire, 
with its largely rural population, 
resented and resisted Manches- 
ter’s desire to move into its terri- 
tory. 

Years elapsed from inception of 
the project until an act of Parlia- 
ment made possible the acquisi- 
tion of a satellite town wholly 
under the jurisdiction of Manches- 

Meanwhile, two public-spir- 
ited citizens, Lord and Lady 
Simon, purchased Tatton Hall and 
its surrounding park of 250 acres 
as a gift to the city of Manches- 
ter to form the nucleus of the new 
town. This timely and dramatic 
gift gave fresh encouragement to 
the project’s development. 

It should be emphasized 


hands yg Ge 

Subject to the City Council, the 
official in charge of Wythen- 
shawe’s development is oland 
Nicholas, whose title is City Sur- 
veyor. Of all city planners, Nich- 
olas must be in one of the most 
advantageous positions. Not only 
is he in charge of the planning 
itself, but he also passes on all 
applications for the location of 
homes, shops and industries built 
in the model city. 

So, since Manchester has started 
from scratch in building this new 
town of Wythenshawe on farm 
lands, it and Nicholas can share 
the glory if it works out well; 
also, they must bear the responsi- 
bilty if it does not. Already, seri- 
ous mistakes have occurred which 
Nicholas is trying. to correct; 
moreover, though life in this 
dream city superficially seems 
ideal, there are serious human 
problems which have come to 
plague the planners. 3 

Some of the Early Errors. 

Nicholas cited several errors in 
the early 1 of Wythen- 
shawe, which e apparent 
toward the end of the Second 
World War: 

1. In its zeal for merely build-. 
ing houses, Manchester origin- 
ally did not provide sufficient 
open space. In one area of 
22,000 population, less than two 
acres of open space were pro- 
vided for each 1000 persons, 
whereas the minimum standard 
is seven acres. 

2. Areas allotted for shops 
were inadequate, so that many 
shops lucky enough to get in 
tended to develop monopolies. 

3. The original planners did 
not give sufficient attention to 
the need for communal life and 
the social amenities demanded 
if a new city is to develop civic 
spirit and have means of recrea- 
tion. So not enough provision 
was made for public halls, clubs, 
civic and neighborhood centers 
and the like. 

Therefore, after the Second 
World War, the whole master plan 
of Wythenshawe had to be shaken 
up to correct these and other de- 
ficiencies. That process is 
going on, but it remains far from 
completion. 

To drive through the slum dis- 
tricts of smoke-blackened Man- 
chester across the river Mersey to 
the lovely site of Wythenshawe is

Others continue to live in the gar- 
den city while openly protesting 
against its deficiencies and railing 
at its shortcomings. 


tent of $3.60 a Week. 


The standard rent for a Wythen- 
shawe house is about 18 Shillings 
a week, or about $3.60. This rental 
is low enough, to be sure; in fact, 
it is doubtful if the original in- 
vestment will ever he recovered by 
the local and national govern- 
ments which put up the money. 
This 18 shillings compares with a 
rental of about seven shillings in 
the city’s slums. — 


But for a man to go to work 
five days a week from Wythen- 
shawe to Manchester costs him 
five shillings in bus fare. Five shil- 
lings is no small sum in an Eng- 
lish workingman’s pocket. If he 
has a wife who works, or a son 
or daughter, it is another five 
shillings for each. 

Usually a family wants to see 
the bright lights of the city once 
a week, and again it must spend a 
shilling for each person per round 
trip. There are two movie houses 


within reach of Wythenshawe; if 
people do not want to walk or 
cycle, they must pay a three-pen- 
ny bus fare. And since bus service 
in the village itself is not fre- 
quent, they may have to wait a 
half-hour for the return bus after 
the movie is over, often in rain 
or cold. 

To the housewife, the lack of 


sufficient shops is a matter. of 


serious consequences. If she does 
not cycle, she may walk as far as 
two miles to buy her groceries and 
other household necessities. When 
she reaches the shops, it often is 
necessary to wait for considerable 
periods: in queues before her turn 
comes. : 

Problems of the Young. 
Young people have their special 
complaints. The churches frown 
upon the waxing of floors for 
dances on Saturday nights be- 
cause, unless the wax is removed, 
the floors are hazardous for Sun- 
day church-goers. It is»possible 
to have dances at the public 
houses, but many parents object 
to having young people in sur- 
roundings where drinking is go- 
ing on. 

Some of the older, more settled 
residents of Wythenshawe refer to 
the newcomers as “riff-raff.” 
While the older residents take 
care of their lawns and flower 

dens, the newer ones — fresh 
from familiar city. squalor—do not. 
Moreover, their children, many of 
whose fathers spent years away 
in the war, are growing up wild. 
They tear up turf, cut down fine 
trees for firewood and commit 
numerous acts of vandalism. The 
small police force and the city 
fathers have failed to cope with 
the problem. 

It is pointed out to objectors 
that neither Rome nor Wythen- 
shawe can be built in a day. The 
City Council and City Surveyor 
Nicholas are aware of the com- 
plaints, and are moving as rapidly 
as possible to correct them.

“The flow of goods to consumers 
in June continued to show marked 
stability in the aggregate although 
spending was more selective,” said 
an analysis appearing in the de- 
partment’s July Survey of Current 
Business, 


“During the first six months of 


the year, the variation in total 


retail sales, after seasonal adjust- 
ment, was limited to a range of 
1 per cent.“ 


Auto Volume Increases. 


A mighty influence in keeping 
the sales total up was the rising 
volume of new automobiles, which 
have been produced at record 
rates in recent weeks, 


“Continued caution in business 
purchasing“ was held chiefly re- 
sponsible for the further moder- 
ate deflines in industrial output 
and prices at the close of the sec- 
ond guarter.” 

Bujiness. inventory accumulation 
had fallen off sharply from a 
sev/n-billion-a-year rate during the 
fourth quarter of last year to an 
actual decline in inventory values 
in the second quarter of this year, 
the report said. 

The Bureau of Labor Statistics 
reported factory workers’ average 
weekly earnings rose from $52.86 
in May to $53.68 in June. The 
bureau attributed the rise to in- 
creased production in automobile 
plants and in a number of non- 
durable goods industries.

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What’s Wrong at Scott Base? 


There are about 4800 officers and enlisted 
men in the station complement at Scott Air 
Force Base near Belleville where some 8000 
other airmen are detailed annually as students 
in communications classes. Tuesday night three 
19-year-old soldiers, including a sergeant, were 
arrested by Belleville police who said the youths 
were about to rob a tavern. Two had pistols. 
They were all said to have confessed four armed 
robberies this month totaling $436. 

It may be argued that Scott Air Force Base is 
a community to itself and. like all other com- 
munities is bound to have a certain amount of 
crime, On the other hand, Scott Air Force Base 
is a picked community. Uncle Sam selects his 
men carefully and is especially careful to check 
for a possible criminal record. Men chosen as 
students for special schools, particularly those 
dealing with such difficult subjects as radio, are 
carefully sifted again before they are sent. 

All these airmen, being in a military organiza- 
tion, are subject to military discipline, military 
surveillance and military orders. That is another 
advantage that Scott Air Force Base enjoys over 
the average community. All in all, any military 
base should have a much lower crime rate than 
any civilian community of the same population. 

Yet a random search through the newspaper 
files of the last 19 months reveals the following 
items concerning Scott personnel: Private, first 
class, confesses filling station burglary; four 
young soldiers held for series of burglaries; pri- 
vate arrested after stolen auto turns over; 
corporal found murdered in orderly room; 
sergeant stabbed by private after sergeant ob- 
jects to women being annoyed; four soldiers held 
in two holdups and a burglary; three soldiers 
charged with $100 robbery; private, 17, admits 
he committed 11 burglaries; two soldiers ac- 
cused in five Belleville burglaries; two soldiers 
held after stolen auto in which they were riding 
turns over. :

Uncle Sam, Consumer 

Bernard Baruch's warning that the people of 
the United States must buy more from the peo- 
ple of other countries is the third stern warn- 
ing from eminent Americans within a month. 

ECA Administrator Hoffman told a Senate 
Appropriations Committee a month ago that the 
Marshall plan, which he administers, will be a@ 
failure unless American imports from Western 
Europe can be doubled by year after next. 

The contrary is happening. These imports 
are falling off. They are falling off because 
buying in the United States is falling off. Be- 
cause buying is off, factories in this country 
require less metals, textile fibers, paper and 


‘other materials from Western Europe for manu- 


facture and sale to American consumers. 

That is why President Truman called on the 
country’s industry in his economic report earlier 
this month to arrest the decline in production 
and shoot for goals of increased production and 
consumption. 

It is on such a healthy give-and-take of trade 
among nations that this country’s long-range 
plans for a peaceful world were based and still 
are based. At Bretton Woods five years ago 44 
nations set up the World Bank and International 
Monetary Fund, which were to avert or correct 
the distress that occurs when a country is un- 
able to sell as much to other countries as it is 
compelled to buy from them. A family of na- 
tions secure in their ability to earn their own 
way was, in turn, the basis for a United Nations, 
projected at Dumbarton Oaks and brought into 
being at San Francisco. 

The World Bank and International Monetary 
Fund have not yet achieved what they were 
created for. They have not helped nations that 
are spending more than they are earning to earn 
more. They have not stabilized the currencies 
of nations. The solvency of many countries is 
imperiled by failure to sell enough to the United 
States, from which they need to buy so much. 

The United States is importing materially less 
than it is exporting to other Western Hemi- 
sphere nations, including Canada, and to Asia, 
Africa and Australia, and to other European 
nafféns besides those of the European Recovery 
Program. But it is the ERP nations whose situ- 
ation in this respect is the worst of all. They 
are able to sell in the United States less than a 
fifth as much as they import from this country. 

A truly heavy responsibility rests on the pri- 
vate enterprise of the United States in conse- 
quence. It will have to keep production and de- 
mand high if the hopes of Bretton Woods and 
the Marshall plan are to be realized. Can it un- 
derstand the nature and extent and import of its 
responsibility, and discharge the responsibility 
courageously? We believe it can. 

On whether or not it will, Mr. Baruch and Ad- 
ministrator Hoffman and President Truman 
have indicated that much depends. 
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Renters on Uneasy Street 

National rent control has been held unconsti- 
tutional by a Federal Court in Chicago. If the 
Supreme Court upholds this view, ceilings will 
go off at a stroke except where states and cities 
are willing and able to take over. 

This has come about because the 1949 fed- 
eral law empowers states ‘and cities to abolish 
controls in their territories. There were warn- 
ings during the debate that this provision dele- 
gated a power that Congress alone can exercise. 
But it went in, and District Judge Elwyn R. 
Shaw says it infects and nullifies the whole law. 

If controls go out suddenly, the outcome may 
approach economic disaster in many communi- 
ties, including metropolitan St. Louis. “No one 
dares,” as the New York Herald Tribune says, 
to predict what it would mean “in terms of new 
inflationary pressure on living eosts and in 
terms of personal hardship to tenants still caught 
in a housing-shortage squeeze.” It could mean, 
among other things, louder “fourth round” wage 
demands, and maybe strikes to back them up. 

What can be done to avert this trouble? " 

Congress could act. Many of its members 
apparently supported the “local option” section 
in good faith. They might realize now that the 
real estate lobby’s agents in Congress duped 
them, and proceed from there to lead a move 
for correcting the law. 

Since the will of Congress is not sure, states 
and cities should prepare to step in. Some 
states, such as New York, already have stand- 
by controls. But Missouri’s law has expired, 
and the State Supreme Court has killed the 
St. Louis rent ordinance because it was adopted 
without the Legislature’s permission. We think 
it behooves Mayor Darst and the executives of 
other crowded, Missouri communities to get to- 
gether, decide whether a state rent law or an 
enabling act for local control has the better 
chance, ang use their best efforts to gain prompt 
passage at Jefferson City. 

Meanwhile, tenants without protracted leases 
live on Uneasy Street.

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A Good Move by Union Pacific 


The Union Pacific railroad is to be congratu- 
lated on its project to install automatic cab 
signals on 279 miles of double track between 
Omaha and.North Platte, Neb. The cost will 
be $2,500,000. Union Pacific will then have 755 
miles of double track main line thus equipped. 
This-will increase the safety protection which 
the railroad offers to its passengers. 

Every railroad that operates in dirty or foggy 
weather, when the automatic block signals by 
the side of the track might be obscured from 
the engineer’s view, should have cab signals. 
These devices repeat the automatic block sig- 
nal on a light panel inside the engine cab in 
plain view of the engineer at all times. 

Several wrecks have been caused in the past 
few years by the engineer’s failure to see the 
block signal in bad weather. Since trains oper- 
ate in rain, fog, snow and other blinding ele- 
ments, a railroad train cannot be as safe as it 
should be without automatic signals inside the 
cab.

A New Lift for House-Building 


The Mirror

. Government's chief housing official isn't satisfied with failure to 
break 1925 record; describes new public housing-slum clearance 
program; holds out the housing research section of 1949 law as a 
long-run hope for lower prices to meet middle-bracket incomes, 


Interview with Raymond M. Foley, Federal Housing and 
Home Finance Administrator, in UV. S. News & World Report 


What do you think all your new housing 
legislation is going to do to the building 
boom, Mr. Foley? 

I see no reason to anticipate any slump 
in the construction of housing. In fact, 
it would seem to me that we have good 
reason to expect—with the legislation we 
have already, the legislation still pending, 
the attitude of industry, the pressure of 
housing needs and the availability of funds 
—that we should be able to reach and 
maintain something approximating the 
highest levels of construction that we have 
had in the past. 

What was the high spot in building in 
the past? 

Our peak year was 
1925, when 937,000 
non-farm housing 
units were started. 

We got close to the 
1925 record last year, 
didn’t we? 

Yes, and many 
people said that was 
wonderful, But it is 
high time we stopped 
measuring the _suf- 
ficiency of our cur- 
rent accomplish- 
ments by a record 
that was made 25 
years ago. Raymond Foley 

What is Your estimate for this year? 


Advance estimates were 875,000. Starts 
so far indicate that this is about right. 


What, specifically, is the Government 
doing to promote a higher level of residen- 
tial building? 

The principal recent development has 
been the enactment of the Housing Act of 
1949, providing federal assistance for pub- 
lic housing, for slum clearance, for farm 
housing and for housing research. 

The same act extends two major provi- 
sions of the old National Housing Act on a 
stopgap basis—Title I, providing insurance 
of property-improvement mortgages, and 
Title VI, the emergency wartime mortgage 
program, still being used to stimulate 
rental housing construction; and provides 
additional insurance authorization for Title 
II, the regular long-term mortgage insur- 
ance system. : 

Other legislation is pending im Congress, 
isn’t it? 

Yes. We are recommending enactment 
of a series of changes in the law to stimu- 
late additional buifding of lower-cost and 
rental housing. We propose liberalizing 
the mortgage- insurance provisions. For ex- 
ample, 95 per cent insurance is limited now 
to mortgages up to $6000. That limit 
should be raised to $6650, with an addi- 
tional $950 each for a third and fourth bed- 
room. f 

There has been an overemphasis on two- 
bedroom houses. Our proposals are in- 
tended to get the industry to build more 
three- and four-bedroom houses in the 
lower price ranges. 

Do you think building costs are going 
down? J 

I think so- that is, cost to the home 
buyer. Reduction already has been coming 
about, partly through a decline in the unit 
cost of materials, partly through elimina- 
tion of contingent expenses arising from 
earlier material shortages, and partly 
through increased efficiency, better design 
and better land use. 

What new means does the Government 
have to make loans or give subsidies for 
building under the new Housing Act of 
1949? 


Three sections of the act authorize loans, 
subsidies and grants. The first is the sec- 
tion providing aid for clearing and redevel- 
oping slum areas. The second is the provi- 
sion for public housing, which is on 


substantially the same formula as public- 


housing operations of the past. The third 
provides for assistance to farmers needing 


i 


housing. Then there is a fourth section 
providing for research on the problem of 
how to reduce housing costs. 


Just how is the Government going to 
provide these aids to housing? 

We have a revolving fund of one billion 
dollars to be used for loans to local rede- 
veloping agencies to help them buy and 
clear slum areas. In addition, we have 
$500,000,000 for grants. The Housing and 
Home Finance Agency will pay that out4to 
help make up any loss the local agency 
takes in buying slums and clearing and 
preparing them for new uses. 

The federal share can be as much as two 
thirds of the loss on all the projects in one 
community. 

What about the pubdlic-housing  subdsi- 
dies? 

Through a revolving fund of $1,500,000,- 
000, the Public Housing Administration will 
contract to make temporary loans to local 
housing authorities to get these projects 
started. For long-term financing, local-au- 
thorities will sell bonds in the private mar- 
ket. Then there will be federal subsidies 
to pay the difference between an economic 
rent for a given public-housing project and 
the rent which people.in low-income groups 
can afford to pay. 


All told, how many public-housing units 
are you going to build? 

The maximum, over a period of six years, 
is 810,000. 


How many communities do you expect 
to take advantage of it? 

Already, more than 450 local housing au- 
thorities have been set up. 


How much is this public-housing pro- 
gram going to cost the federal tarpayer? 

The maximum possible total, with 810,000 
units, comes to around 12 billion dollars. 
Experience indicates that the cost will be 
much less than that. It is not likely to be 
more than seven billion dollars for rent sub- 
sidies over the entire period of 30 to 40 
years. 


What has, been the experience with the 
earlier. Housing Act? Has it worked well? 


“Yes the act of 1937 served its purpose. 
We have contended that for years before 
Congress. One trouble was that it was not 
possible after the war began to limit use 


of the units built under that program to 


low income groups. People moved in be- 
fore war, when incomes were low.. Then 
their incomes rose and they could afford 
higher-priced housing. These people are 
being moved out now as new housing opens 
up. . 

How many houses were bduilt in that 
original plan? 

About 170,000. 


Is there something in this law for the 
ordinary person who wants to build a 
house? 

In this particular act the important sec- 
tion is the research section, from that 
point of view. The real problem with hous- 
ing for medium;income people is produc- 
tion and maintenance cost. Possibilities of 
reducing that cost are promisings The 
building industry, of course, is made up of 
a vast number of trades, professions, serv- 
ices and suppliers. There is not anywhere 
any one part which has the breadth of in- 
terest, funds and authority for full re- 
search of the sort needed. This new Jaw

The name Mary Mason Fairbanks is no 
doubt unfamiliar to all but a few Mark 
Twain scholars. Yet only the wife and 
perhaps the mother of Samuel Langhorne 
Clemens exerted an influence on the 
humorist greater than this charming and 
cultivated wife of a Cleveland publisher. 

He met “Mother Fairbanks,” as he 
called her, though she was only seven 
years his senior, as a fellow passenger on 
the celebrated voyage to the Near East of 
the Quaker City, the pilgrimage chronicled 
in Twain’s first popular success, “The 

Innocents Abroad” 

(1869).

Containing material which no future biog- 

rapher of Twain can ignore, they will ap- 

peal to anyone interested in America’s 

best-known hunfiorist. Twain’s letters are 

often as amusing as his more formal lit- 

erary exercises, and this collection is no 
exception. 

The Mark Twain who piloted a steam- 
boat on the Mississippi before the Civil 
War and roamed the Far West in sub- 
sequent years was an untamed version of 
the author who married Olivia Langdon 
of Elmira, N. T., and became Hartford's 
leading citizen during the Gilded Age. 
These previously unpublished letters shed 
much light on this transitional period in 
his life, for Mrs. Fairbanks acted both as 
an arbiter of taste in the humorist’s writ- 
ings during this era and as a tireless con- 
fidant during the Twain’s courtship. 

Hence the letters provide an insight into 
the influence which both women exerted 
on the polishing of this rough diamond of 
the West. After his marriage Mrs. Fair- 
banks surrendered her early role of censor 
to Mrs..Clemens but remained a warm 
friend of the humorist’s family. 

Besides showing Twain as an aspiring , 
literary craftsman and tender lover, hus- 
band, and father, this volume contains one 
gem which should be noted. This is what 
Wecter rightly calls “one of the most felic- 
itous letters ever received by a debutante,” 
a letter which Twain wrote to Mollie Fair- 
banks, daughter of his friend, on the occa- 
sion of her coming-out. Playful, affection- 
ate, sensitive, this item is a little master 
piece which the editor has happily res- 
cued from oblivion for the delectation of 
Mark Twain enthusiasts.

NEW GAINS MADE 
BY CHINESE REDS. 


CANTON, China, July 28 (AP) 
—Red troops seized new areas of 
Hunan province today, and Na- 
tionalists conceded the Commu- 
nists were astride the Canton- 
Hankow railroad between Chang- 
sha and Hen ng. 

An official dispatch acknowl- 
edged loss of Chuchow, 25 miles 
south of Changsha, capital of Hu- 
nan and a central China strong- 
point.

Chuchow is the junction of the 
two railroads 315 miles north of 
the refugee Nationalist headquar- 
ters in Canton—which the Com- 
munist high command has ordered 
captured by Aug. 15.

The changes, which resulted 
from an eight-day public hearing

Shipley said the amendments 
had been approved by more than 
75 per cent of the producers ship- 
Ping inspected milk to the mar- 
keting area.

Under another provision, butter- 
milk, skim milk, flavored milk 
drinks and cream, heretofore Class 
IT products, will be raised to Class 
I, thus causing a price increase, 
but assuring that these products 
will be made from inspected milk. 

Prices paid farmers under the 
new order will be lowered when- 
ever deliveries of Class I milk are 
more than 15 per cent above sales 
in the preceding year, and will be 
increased when deliveries are less 
than 15 per cent above sales. At 
present, deliveries are about 5 per 
cent above sales.

Steel production is not only an 
important index of the state of the 
national economy. It also has an 
important bearing on profits and 
‘the “ability to pay” concept 
which the steel board must use in 
arriving at its recommendation. 

Overhead a Factor, 

The ratio between production 
capacity and actual production 
also is important, because of the 
fixed overhead charges that go on, 
whatever the rate of utilization of 
capacity. 

For instance_the labor econom- 
ist, Robert R. Nathan, in an anal- 
ysis of the economic position of 
the steel industry prepared for the 
CIO steelworkers for use in their 
current wage drive, puts it this 
way: 

“The relationship between pro- 
ductivity and the level of output 
emphasizes the necessity of high 
production for the U. S. Steel 
Corp. Production at 30 per cent 
of capacity (these and other fig- 
ures quoted here are purely illus- 
trative) requires approximately 20 
per cent more man hours per ton 
than production at 95 per cent of 
capacity. 

“Thus if U. S. Steel Corp. were 
paying $1 per hour when it oper- 
ated at 30 per cent of capatity, 
it could pay wage rates of $1.20 
an hour at 95 per cent of capacity 
without increasing unit labor 
costs.” (In this instance the unit 
labor cost is the cost of produc- 
ing a tor of steel.) 

All of which makes it apparent 
that President Truman’s fact-find- 
ing board in the steel dispute, 
while serving an important func- 
tion in eliciting the facts about 
what has happened, must also 
make some assumptions on what 
is going to happen, but hasn’t 
happened yet. 

It will, in short, have to arrive 
at an estimate of how long and 
how deep will be the recession 
into which the national economy 
has entered in recent months. That 
estimate will be bu one of the 
factors conditioning its ultimate 
recommendation, but it will be an 
important factor and one on which 
economists now have widely vary- 
ing views.

The “circumstances” under 
which the others would carry a 
gun would apply equally well, but 
more vaguely, to the re-capture of 
these regions. In almost every 
case the “circumstances” are in 
the east. 

A relatively small number said 
they believed army life was good 
for the “education and discipline 
of youngsters” Of these, two- 
thirds were women. 

The polls also showed an 
astonishing difference between the 
pacifist feelings of the three west- 
ern zones of Germany. In the 
United States zone 54 per cent 
of the questioned said they would 
refuse. In the British zone the 
figure was 60 per cent. In the 
zone occupied by the French the 
number rose to almost 80 per cent, 
suggesting, perhaps, that the 
French have done a better job of 
re-education than either the 
Americans or the British. 


TWO ARCHEOLOGISTS UNEARTH 
ANCIENT CRAPS GAME RELICS 


LASSEN COUNTY, Calif. (UP) 
—The sheriff isn’t much excited 
about a gambling den uncovered 
in a cave here. 

The last game, two University 


of California archeologists said, 
was played several thousand years 
ago by a now-extinct race of Cali- 
fornia -Indians. 

The Indians got about as fast 
a run for their wampum as mod- 
ern man, the archeologists report- 
ed. There were two varieties of 
dice, one a primitive forbear of 
the present craps, and the other 
a version of the shell game. 

The first used split sections of 
cane tossed in a basket. The bet- 
ting was on how many round 


sides and how many flat sides 


came up. 

The second used two matched 
bone tubes, identical except that 
one had spiral lines and the other 
single lines. The house-man con- 
cealed one in each hand and the 
Indians planked down their beads 
en which was where. 

“Chips” in the games, conducted 
less than 100 miles from present- 
day Reno, were 800 sharp pointed 
sticks used as counters. 

The scientists had little trouble 
with the last relic discovered, a 
knotted sagebrush stick heavily 
wrapped with bark. Indian 
“bouncers,” they said.

Word for It

Let’s Talk About the Word “Melee” 
ELEE is a French loan word 
meaning “an affray; a con- 
fused general “hand-to-hand 

fight.” Example: He was badly in- 

jured in the melee. 

Now if you were to read the 
foregoing sentence aloud, how 
would you pronounce the word 
melee? You'd say MEE-lee, 
wouldn’t you? Of. course you 
would, for MEE-lee is the natural 
Anglicized pronunciation of the 
word, and it is the pronunciation 
that nearly everyone uses. 

But you won't find the pronunci- 
ation MEE-lee in any American 
dictionary thus far published. The 
dictionaries offer three choices: 
MAY-lay; may-LAY; MELLay. 
none of which suggests the word 
melee. ; 

The dictionaries’ first choice, 
MAY-lay, does suggest the adjec- 
tive and noun Maylay. Using the 
MAY-lay pronunciation, read the 
sentence aloud again, and you will 
be making the surprising state- 
ment that “He was badly injured 
in the Malay”! 

Now it is true that the French 
pronunciation of melee is: meh- 
LAY. But melee has been consid- 
ered an English word for cen- 
turies, as have tens of thousands 
of other French loan words which 
are never given the French pro- 


nunciations. 


The dictionaries’ refusal to rec- 
ognize the Standard American pro- 
nunciation MEE-lee is unrealistic 
in the extreme. They cannot ad- 
vance a single sound reason why 
MEE-lee is not a perfectly logical 
and legitimate pronunciation, 

A similar word is the name 
Pelee, a mountain volcano in the 
West Indies. All dictionaries 
known to me show the French 
pronunciation puh-LAY. Not one 
dictionary even mentions the pre- 
vailing American pronunciation 
PEE-lee. 

Inertia is the occupational dis- 
ease of the dictionaries. To use a 
popular expression, they hate to 
stir their stumps and discard the 
outmoded entries that clutter up 
their pages. This column believes 
in facing the facts of our great 
language realistically.
